Peking, March t.-Hundreds of Hal- 
Ians and Csecha who were prisoners of 
war In Russia, having been captured 
from the Austrian army by the Rua- 
slan General Bruslloff during the ad¬ 
vance of 1»1« and 1917, have escaped 
from the prison camps In Siberia and 
fled across the Russian frontier Into 
China. Some already have made their 
way acroee to Japan. Hundreds of 
persons lave perished from cold and 
starvation while In Siberia. Moat of 
the refugees were only half-clad and 
had little food. 

Four hundred of them have found 
shelter In Vladivostok, but even they 
have suffered great distveee aa there 
baa been little food or bousing to spare 
for them. Groups of these refugees 
are scattered In all the towns between 
Harbin and Peking. The resources of 
the Italian legation here have been 
severely taxed t» the effort to provide 
food and clothing for these former war 
prisoners. 

They came from the Austrian pro¬ 
vinces bordering on. Italy and becaus e 
of their loyalty to Italy, were sent to 
fight the Russians, but surrendered by 
thousands a\ the first opportunity, 
swelling the total of Russia's captures 
which were the wonder of the world 
at that time. 

During 1919 and 191? Italy sent com- 
vniaetmie to Russia to identify such 
war prisoners aa were unmistakably 
Italian and many were sent back to 
Join the Italian army. Then cam© the 
Raasian revolution, which put an end 
to the work. With the ensuing relax¬ 
ation of vigilance and general disor¬ 
ganisation of Russia many of those 
vrho bad s urvi ved the prison comps 
escaped 

Through effort! of the Italian Min¬ 
ister in Peking feeding stations are be¬ 
ing provided at Harbin. Mukden and 
other points. Efforts are being made 
to assemble the straggling groups at 
some point in Japan and In Peking 
with the idea of transporting them 
later back to Italy, probably by way 
of America.

Pte. J. J. Burke, whc* was one of the 
party of three returned prisoners of 
war from Germany who left the city 
yesterday to aid the United 8tales De¬ 
pendent’* Ppm! by telling In the cities 
of Oregon their own personal experi¬ 
ences while In the *****try of the 
Huns, la a cousin of Sir Sam Hughes. 

I Unlike his two companions, Burke was 
not a wounded, exchanged prisoner of 
war. He got swuy without the formal¬ 
ity of any exchange. That was in Sep¬ 
tember. 1911. and It took him ten days 
of weary travelling by night and of 
hiding by day to get over the border 
Into Holland. 

Pte. Burke was captured at the sec¬ 
ond battle of Ypras, April. 1916, un¬ 
wounded. but severely gassed. He 
spent tba ensuing winter and spring at 
Mi»yni$W, Brat being nt to work In 
<he coke ovens, th«n th' ths mines, 
afterwards In cutting down treef and 
clearing land, in grooming horses, and, 
his last job. before he made his “get¬ 
away,” was In bringing In the English 
parcels sent to prisoners of war.
